Musder.

BosToN, July 16.—The neighborheod of Kinge-
lon, where Deacon Andrews murderel ani
robbed old Coruelius Holmes some weeks sines.
bas vow another sengation over what s alleged
aud very generaliy belieyed to be another erime
of s murderons character committed by the same
Lilzbly reepected Deacon, According to the slories
which are =0 generally credied, it appears
thut eome few years =since Deacon Andrews
boarded several mill operafives in his ho se
One of them dizappeared suddenly, and wothing
has ever been beard of him s:nee,

All of his effects, euch as clothing ete , were
left behind and there were no cireum-tanc:s
whatever to give color to the beliet that his
absence was voluntary. There wereno suspl-
clons of foul play at the timwe, however, and by
common consent, or perbaps it the ab-ence of
any ass0ciations to the contrary, it became the
general belief that the Mill operative bad lef,
that section suddenly, for some remson bes'
known to himeelf., Descon Andrews, asthe
story gocs, took possessiuon of the effects of the
deceased, aud approprianted them ‘o his use.

Nothing was Lhougbt of this, and probably
never would have been, if some parties, & few
duys since, had vot louond buried o the imme-
diate neignborbood of where Holmes was muar-
dered a human skeleton correspondiog o size
to thut which would hinve been the remnant at
this time of the body ot the missing mill opera-
tye, These developmenis furnish around for the
theory that the man was murdered oy Andrews,
and that bhaving concealed his crime so long
and successfully, he indalged in the vsn fancy
that be could dispose of Holmaes In the same
gecluded spot, aud thus, according to Holmes
will, become the heir of s lurge property.
Whether or not there will anythwng tauginle
come out of this Skelton discovery will be dis-
covered at the irial in October, but It will
ceriainly add greatly to the lnterest of this
remsrkable case, and probably lesd many to
beheve that Andrews is really guilty of double
murder,
